TENTH  FRENCH  BULLETIN. 

Ebensdorf,  May  23. 

After  defrribing  the  form  of  the  Danube 
at  Ebenfdoif,  the  bulletin  ft  iits,  that  on  the 
night  ot  the  4oth,  the  Emperor  crolTcd  the 
Danube,  accompanied  by  B<  rthier,  .MalTcna, 
and  l.anr.et — thy  took  a pnfuion  on  the 
21 II,  on  the  left  bank,  the  right  wing  was  at 
the  village  of  Efliiig,  and  the  left  at  Grof- 
fafpern.  Both  tlicle  villages  wero  taken.— • 
At  four  in  the  afternoon,  on  the  21ft  the  en- 
emy (hewed  themfelves,  and  attempted  to 
drive  our  advanced  guard  into  the  rivet—' 
Vain  attempt  ! 

'I'hc  duke  of  Rivoli  f MassenaJ  was  11' ft 
attacked  at  GrofT.ilpern,  by  Bcllcgarde  ; he 
mat  muvred  with  Molitor’s  and  LagraiiU’s 
diviftons,  and  rendered  all  their  attacks  abor- 
tive— The  duke  of  Monteoello  f Lasnes J 
defended  Efsiing — The  duke  o I Jftria(";.Vs- 
siersj  covered  the  flank  with  cavaliy,  I he 
adliun  was  fevere.  The  enemy  havnig  200 
cannon  and  9s, 000  men,  being  the  remains  of 
their  armies. 

Gen.  D’ECpagne  divided  his  corps  into 
fquares,  but  he  was  killed  with  a mufltet  ball 
at  the  head  of  his  troop,  and  Gen  Fouleis 
was  alfo  killed,  Gen  Nanfouty  arrived  in 
the  evening  on  the  field  of  battle,  diftinguilh- 
inghimfclt  highly.  At  eight  in  the  evening 
the  battle  ended,  and  we  remained  mailers  of 
the  field.  During  the  night  Oudinot's  corps, 
Hillair’s  divilion,  and  two  brigades  of  catsl- 
ry,  crofted  from  the  right  bank  to  the  left. 
On  the  2ilt,  at  4 P.  M.  the  duke  of  Rivoli 
was  engaged  with  the  enemy,  who  made  fe- 
vcral  unluccefsful  attacks  on  the  village  ; 
but  Rivoli  completely  defeated  them.  I'he 
enemy  occupying  a large  Ipace  between  the 
right  and  left  wings,  we  took  the  refolution 
of  penetrating  their  centre.  'Jhednkeof 
Montebello  headed  the  charge.  Gudinot 
was  on  the  left.  St.  Hillaire  in  the  centre, 
and  Boudet  on  the  right — The  centre  of  the 
enemy  could  not  witbftand  us ; in  a moment 
all  was  overthrown. 

The  duke  of  Iftria  made  feveral  fine  char- 
ges— It  Lemcd  all  over  with  the  Auftrian  ar- 
my, when  at  7 in  the  morning  an  aid-de-camp 
of  the  emperor  came  to  inform  him  that  the 
riling  of  the  Danube  had  drifted  a great  num- 
ber cf  trees  and  bounis  wliicli  in  conf.  quence 
of  the  events  in  Vienna,  had  been  cm  down 
and  laid  on  the  bank,  and  that  they  had  bro- 
ken down  the  bridges  « Inch  coiiitnunicaied 
troni  the  right  bank  with  the  little  ifland  and 
with  the  ifland  In  der  Lobau. 

All  the  referve  corps  which  were  advan- 
cing were  upon  the  right  bank,  as  alfo  pare 
of  our  heavy  cavalry,  ai.d  all  Auerdadt’s 
corps.  In  conl't qiience  of  this  lln  iking  ac- 
cident the  emperor  reiolvedto  ftop  the  troups 
tiom  advancing.  He  ordered  the  duke  < I 
Montebello  to  ftop  on  the  fi-  Id  of  battle, 
and  take  his  polition  with  the  Itf;  wing  a- 
gainll  a curtain  which  the  Duke  of  Rivoli 
covered,  and  his  riglii  w.ng  at  Kfsiing.  The 
camion,  infatuiy  and  cartnges  which  bclo.ng- 
ed  to  our*  parks  Could  not  ne  b 'ought  over. 
The  enemy  was  in  the  greateft  di I'order  juft 
at  the  moment  when  he  learnt  nur  biid,;C3 
had  been  broken  down.  I'lie  flackening  of 
our  fire,  and  the  cunrcntratiiig  our  army, 
left  him  no  doubt  rcfpec'ing  the  unforcfecrt 
accident  that  had  happened.  All  his  cannon 
and  artillery  equip.ag-  were  again  brought 
in  a line,  and  from  9 A.  M.  till  7 P.  M.  he 
made  his  greatell  efforts,  fupported  by  2o» 
cannon,  to  overthrow  the  French  armv — but 
all  his  efforts  turn  only  to  his  dlfcoinfiture. 
Three  times  be  attacked  the  Villages,  and 
three  times  he  filled  them  with  his  dead  — 
The  enemy  refutned  the  poficion  which  they 
had  left  betore  the  attack  began,  and  we  re- 
mained roafters  of  the  field  of  battle.  Their 
lofs  has  been  grea: — Prif.inrrs  who  have 
been  taken  lay,  that  they  lo/l  23  Generals 
and  60  fuperior  officers.  Marftial  Webber 
ind  1500  prifoners  are  in  our  hands.  Our 
lofs  liac  alfo  been  very  coiifiderablc* — 1 too 
killed  and  3,000  wounded. 

The  duke  of  .Montebello  (Lafnes)  was 
wounded  by  a caiiHoii  ball  in  the  thigh  ot\ 
the  22,  in  the  evening,  Gen.  Hiiliiie  is  al- 
fo wounded.  Gen  Durofnel  was  killed. -L. 
I'hr  waters  of  the  Danube  did  not  perm;;  the 
I'lidges  to  be  rebuilt  during  the  night,  and 
the  emperor  ordered  the  army  to  pal's  tl.e  lit- 
tle arm  from  the  left  bank,  and  to  take  a po- 
lltion  arLobaii,  We  are  labouringto  replaic 
the  bridges,  and  ncthi’ig  wil;  be  undertaken 
till  they  are  replaced.

1 he  bulletin  has,  however,  other  pafiages 
from  which  fome  inferences  may  be  drawn^ 
as  to  the  extent  of  the  lofs  fuftained  by  the 
French.  Bonaparte,  it  is  faid,  boails  that 
the  retreat  was  well  condmftrd,  though  200 
pieces  of  cannon  were  playi.tg  upon  them, 
which  they  could  not  anfwer,  during  which 
4o,ooorounds  offfiotwere  fired  amongft  thema 
Bonaparte  promifes  to  repair  his  lofs,  and  de- 
clares his  intentions  not  to  renew  the  attack 
till  his  force  is  concentrated,  and  better  pre- 
pared. He  allows  the  Auftrian  army  to  have 
been  well  furnilhcd  and  equipped  on  the  oca 
cafton.)
